body was picked up later by coast 
guard crews. 
Chief Engineer Judas Buschmann 
of Manitowoc, Wis., 
clung to a 
life raft as the steamer up-ended, 
rolled over and sank. 
Rescuers 
tried to haul him from the water 
but, erased by his plight, he fought 
them off and died.

guards were members of the crew. 
Eight life rafts and one of the 
six lifeboats were stoll on board 
when the stern of the ship was 
seen to sink, the boat rolled heav­ 
ily on its side and settled beneath 
the waves.

No women were aboard the ship 
when it left Chicago last night with 
a cargo of merchandise for Milwau 
kee. 
A cabin maid. Mrs. Davidson, 
of Chicago, had missed the boat. 
The two coast guard crews went 
out to the rescue In answer to the 
first SOS calls about 2 a. m. For 
two hours they fought to get a 
line aboard the Wisconsin.

She was a combination passenger 
and freight carrier plying between 
Milwaukee and Chicago. 
For five hours the twin coast 
guard crews from Racine and Ke­ 
nosha and the crew of the tug 
Chambers Brothers battled grimly 
with the thirty foot waves and the 
driving northerly gale to take off 
the luckless passengers and crew*. 
Unable to take aboard a line 
from the rescuers, most of 
the 
crew set off in five life boats and 
were 
transferred 
to

guard ships. 
The Racine and Kenosha crews 
and the Chambers tug were fight­ 
ing their way to the ship again 
when it foundered. A score of men 
were taken from the two life rafts 
that floated free of the wreck.

W alter Thompson, 28, of Omaha, 
Neb., was captured by a posse led 
by Sheriff M. J. Crews of Wright 
Countj, three miles north of Hart- 
vills, after Thompson had collided 
with another machine. He offered 
no resistance and the money was 
found on the seat beside him. 
Thompson entered the Mansfield 
bank as the five employes were 
balancing the books preparatory to 
closing. He drew a pistol, walked 
around the counter and forced the 
workers to sack the currency and 
place it In his hat. One of them at­ 
tempted to put some silver in the 
headgear but Thompson refused it. 
He then locked them in the vault 
and drove away. Within ten min­ 
utes the employes released them­ 
selves from the strpng box and 
gave the alarm.

He is one of three agents 
of the Department of Commerce 
who travels throughout the United 
States to advise with and tell peo­ 
ple of those communities the essen­

airports 
should 
have. 
Mr. McKenzie reviewed aviation 
and its progress for nearly an hour 
and a half and very interestingly 
told of the growth of th© Industry 
growing into detail with those mat­ 
ters that W’ere particularly of in­ 
terest to Sedalia at this time. On 
the subject of airports, Mr. McKen­ 
zie complimented the proposed lo­ 
cation of Sedalia’s airport, which 
he characterized as most desirable 
and the best that he had seen since 
his visit to Sedalia. 
Mr. McKenzie drove in the four 
directions from Sedalia to look at 
land that had been under consider­ 
ation and he very readily approved 
the Milton Thompson land west of 
Sedalia as the place for an air­ 
port.

sort of duties the Connecticut manufac­ 
turers wanted in the bill. 
His defense of his action—^that these 
manufacturers are his constituents and 
hav e, therefore, a right to ex pect him to 
try to get them what they want—is a fine 
ex ample of specious reasoning. 
A senator’s duty is to his constituents 
as a whole and not to a fav ored few. 
Senator Bingham has upwards of a mil­ 
lion constituents who do not happen to 
be factory -owners. 
Now the tariff is a highly controv ersial 
matter. 
There are two sides to it, de­ 
cidedly . But by letting a manufacturers’ 
paid agent write the rates for him. Sena­ 
tor Bingham simply serv ed notice that he 
would consider only one side of it. If the 
things that the factory people wanted in 
the tariff bill happened to be the oppo- 
*ite of the things the rest of Connecti­ 
cut’s citizens wanted, that was just too 
bad. 
Bingham would listen only to the 
manufacturers. 
Nor is that the whole of it. 
A sena­ 
tor makes laws for the whole country , 
and has a duty toward the whole coun­ 
try . Senator Bingham was letting a small 
group of industrialists legislate for all of 
us. He was depriv ing us of that disin­ 
terested fairness that we hav e a right to 
ex pect of our lawmakers. 
He has done a good deal of ex plaining 
already ; but he has a whole lot more to 
do before his action will look v ery good.

Ov er a long 
p eriod, of cou rse, p rices of stocks 
and bonds are necessarily related 
to the p rosp ects of the concerns 
they rep resent; and, in so far as 
other factors hav e carried v alu es 
ou t of p rop ortion to their Intrinsic 
worth, the recent mov ement mu st 
be regarded as a readju stment to­ 
ward normal lev els. 
Bu t to su p ­ 
p ose that the selling wav e of the 
last few weeks was du e to adv erse 
dev elop ments of corresp onding im­ 
p ortance in the general bu siness 
situ ation wou ld be a fu ndamental 
error. 
“A nu mber of factors combined 
to p rodu ce the u np recedented ap ­ 
p reciation in 
stock 
p rices 
that 
brou ght abou t the correctiv e action 
of the market in recent weeks. One 
of cou rse, was the tru ly fine p ro­ 
gress of the nation's leading bu si­ 
ness concerns, which fu lly ju stified 
a strong u p ward trend in stock 
v alu es.

, the fear of loss imp el a ru sh of 
liqu idation, bu t the disorder was in­ 
creased by the fact that innu mer­ 
able small sp ecu lators, u nable to 
su p p lement their imp aired margins 
were p recip itated into the market 
as sellers against their own will. 
Ju st as the efforts of the p u blic 
to make the most of the rising 
p rices resu lt In a bu ying wav e that j 
p u shes v alu es too high, so the fear 
of loss forces a reaction that in­ 
ev itably dep resses the p rices of I 
stocks below their tru e worth. 
Probable Effects on Business. 
"The qu estion natu rally arises as 
to what effect the market break 
will hav e on bu siness. Here, again, 
an exaggerated reaction is u su ally 
witnessed. Both by cu rtailing p u r­ 
chasing p ower and by Imp airing the 
confidence of consu mers and bu si­ 
ness men alike, a sev ere reaction 
in stock p rices has an u nfav orable 
influ ence on general trade. 
This 
influ ence acts first on the market 
for lu xu ries: then, if the effects are 
su fficiently marked, bu siness in oth­ 
er commodities is also restricted. 
"It is to he exp ected, therefore, 
that Indu strial and commercial ac­ 
tiv ity will be affected to some ex­ 
tent by the decline in stock p rices, 
and that the effect will be more 
p ronou nced than is warranted by 
the cau se. 
Bu t the exp erience of 
recent years, ju stifies the hop e that 
any recession resu lting from the ac­ 
tion of the stock market will not 
be v iolent or of long du ration.
